In considering the report upon the Gold- 
fields of New Zealand, laid on tbe table of 
the House of Representatives by Mr 
Haughton, as Under-Secretary for the 
Gold-fields, one . cannot but be struck by 
tbe extraordinary unanimity of opinion 
held by the Wardens from one end of the 
Colony: to the other, on the absolute neces- 
sity of providing an increased water supply 
for mining purposes. In some cases, the 
Wardens recommend the consideration of 
increasing the supply by making available 
the supply which at present is, in a mining 
sense, running to waste down the original 
creeks where no gold deposits are to be 
found', by diverting' it in extensive races 
to localities where auriferous deposits do 
exist. In others, the recommendations all 
print to the conservation of the present 
supply by means of darns and reservoirs. 
The Warden of our own district also re- 
commends the consideration of utilising 
the waters of such rivers as theClutha and 
the Kawarau, intending, we suppose, by 
means of their own currents, to make 
them self-distributing sources of supply. .- 
Those living upon gold-fields cannot biit,J 
feel gratified to see that the great draw- 
back to the prosperity of the gold-fields, the 
scanty and intermittent nature of the water 
supply, lias from almost every district in 
the country been well represented by the 
various Wardens," If the matter is not 
taken in hand by the Government it cannot 
be alleged in excuse that -it is neglected in 
ignorance of the necessity. While admit- 
ting,' Tiowever-, that the Wardens have done 
their duty in drawing attention to the ne- 
cessity of increased w tter supply, one can- 
not help being also struck with the feeble 
wayin which this all-important question 'is 
from year to year handled by the Govern- 
ment. Last year Mr Haughton icported 
his earnest conviction that £3,000,000 in- 
stead of £300,000 could be profitably ex- 
pended in carrying out a comprehensive 
scheme of water supply upon the gold ficldr, 
At the same time the Government were 
congratulated upon the liberal regulations 
they had framed for the purpose of ex- 
pending the smaller sum in a proper and 
profitable manner. Surely, one would 
have thought, being guided by the spirit 
of last year's report, the gold-fields will at 
last receive tbeattention theyareentitled to, 
Nothing, in fact, it was clearly and we 
may say ably shown, was awanting to in- 
crease the prosperity and population of the 
gold-fields but a better and more compre- 
hensive scheme of water supply. We bdU 
jlieved then in the conclusions drawn from 
the statements of the Wardens and from 
Mr II About. in’s summary of such state- 
ments; but we confess now to being doubtful 
of the Government’s real desire to give 
effect to the meaning to be drawn from 
such conclusions, or its capability of giving 
such effect even if a real desire existed. 
For what do we find by examination of 
the-, present year’s report! We find tbe 
same or a similar urgent necessity insisted 
upon in still more forcible terms by the 
Wardens throughout the gold-fields; ex- 
ample upon example given ; but no pros- 
pect can we sea in Mr Hauchton’s sum- 
mary of any practical result being the con- 
sequence. If we look up the tabular 
returns of the accounts for water supply 
upon the gold-fields, we get the most 
meagre information. We see, indeed, that 
£160,000 is to be spent in large works 
entirely by the Government, but we have 
nothing to show ns that this sum is not 
simply a subsidy for four districts ; while 
if we consider the account which shows the 
application of poition of the £300,000 for 
subsidies for rare construction, we find 
that, out of eleven companies asking a 
loan, only four have as yet been success- 
ful in getting it, the other seven being 
refused, so far, on the ground of not hav- 
ing complied with the provisions of the 
Act and Regulations. In all probability, 
six of these seven companies will get the 
loan after months of vexatious delay; 
after large sums have been spent in sun 
veys useless for the practical work of race 
..cutting ; end after their -Credit has been 
■■ all but destroyed by the fiuctuatkcr’in 
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public opinion as to the Government’s es- 
timation of their soundness as companies. 
But is this the result which was antici- 
pated when it was first proposed to expend 
£300,000 on water supply ; or is this the 
result which .one would have anticipated 
from a, Department of which Mr Haughton 
was the head! Most assuredly not. Under 
any system of Government interference in 
questions of this kind, it might have been 
foretold that a work- like the Mount Ida 
water race would have been constructed ; 
but wnder no system could it have been 
imagined the regulations for assisting com- 
panies with loans of money to construct 
races would have proved so nearly unwork- 
able and so certainly vexations as the re- 
turns show the present regulations to have 
been, 

• Our space will not permit us to exhaust 
the considerations which arise upon a peru- 
sal of this report. On a future occasion 
we may endeavour to show that although 
much good might be effected if the Govern- 
ment .were to substitute a liberal policy in 
disposing of the money at their command 
for the extension of the water supply, in 
place of their present cautious and cent- 
per-cent policy, it yet remains for them to 
introduces large and comprehensive scheme 
which would benefit. .all the gold-fields in 
New Zealand. - . 



By the report of the annual meeting of 
subscribers to the Dunstan Public Library, 
published in the last Dunstan Tines, we 
notice that it was resolved to discontinue 
the receipt of the Cromwell Argus by that 
institution, seeing that it was the only 
paper which required to be paid for. in a 
late issue we had occasion to refer to the 
injustice which was done to the proprie- 
tors of newspapers by the practice which 
has lately become so common of supplying 
'A then# urns and Public Libraries with 
copies free of charge. When we did so, 
^ tod when we reprinted an extract from the 
Timur u Herald on the same subject, we 
. had no idea that the matter would be so 
. soon and so forcihly illustrated in our own 
case. However, it gives us another oppor- 
tunity of referring to the hardship which 
■the custom entails, or rather till of late 
entailed upon ourselves, and therefore we 
are glad the occasion has arisen. There 
is a large number of Athenaeums and 
Public. Libraries in the Province, and the 
number is being yearly added to; and to 
each of these AthcuEeums which asked for 
the favour, we were in the habit of sending 
t a free copy. We had to bear the expense of 
buying the paper upon which these copies 
were printed, of pt iuting, of providing cleri- 
cal assistance, and. we had all the trouble of 
addressing and seeing that they were posted 
to their proper destinations. Now, suppose 
there are thirty Athenaeums and Public 
Libraries in the. Province, (not to speak of 
the Colony,) — ancl if one Athenreum is en- 
titled to a free copy, every one is entitled,— 
can Athenaeum Committees not he got to 
understand that it is a great hardship to 
the proprietor of a newspaper to have to 
print, fold, and address fifteen hundred 
and sixty copies of his newspaper every 
year for nothing! But this in itself would 
be nothing. The newspaper proprietor 
would not grudge supplying a number of 
Athenaeums with his paper free of charge 
( ' "it were only the extra expense of print- 
ing and paper which were put upon him. 
But he finds that the very gift which he 
makes becomes the means of still further 
reducing his own income. The residents 
in towns outside his own particular loca- 
lity tell him sooner or later not to send 
them copies of his paper : they can see it 
at any time in the Athenaeum. This is a 
a state of things which should have some 
limit set to it : it is fast becoming, as the 
proprietors of many newspapers can tes- 
tify, intolerable. 

It is with the hope that some general 
principle will be enunciated and recognised 
as to the manner in which Athenaeums 
should be dealt with as regards the supply 
of papers gratis, that we have written these 
lines : not, we trust it will be understood, 
with any special reference to the Dunstan 
Public Library. We merely used the ac- 
count of their action as a peg on which to 
hang our remarks. 



We have great pleasure in complying

Our readers are reminded that lotters 
for the Home mail must ha posted at the Crom- 
well office on or before Thursday, 28th inst. The 
mail leaves Dunedin on the 2nd proximo. 

In reference to the question of the num- 
ber of miners rights required to he held by 
Registered Companies, which was raised in the 
Warden’s Court last week, we understand Mr 
Simpson is of opinion that they must be repre- 
sented by the same number as would he required 
by a private person, -^tbat is, in proportion to 
the quantity of ground occupied. 

The petition in favour of the Bailway 
Extension to Cromwell, which was lately circu- 
lated through the district was aimed, we are in- 
formed, by 450 of the male residents. We be- 
lieve had time permitted a very much larger 
number of signatures could have been obtained. 
The petition, with the signatures, was entrusted 
to the care of V. Pyke, Esq., M.H.R., for 
transmission to his Honor the Superintendent, 
who will present it. From the Dunstan Times, 
we leirn that the petition circulated in the Dun- 
stan district received 348 signatures. 

There was a meeting on Bnday evening 
of the Sub-Committee appointed to draw up a 
programme for the ensuing Spring meeting. The 
collectors, Messrs Marsh and Starkey, reported 
the amount collected and promised as amounting 
to £36, The Committee, on the strength of this 
amount, and what will yet come in, then consi- 
dered the matter, and, as will be seen from our 
advertising columns, determined to issue a most 
liberal programme. The date of the meeting 
they also altered from Saturday the 4th to Fri- 
day the 3rd of October. Coming so conveniently 
after the Dunstan Spring Meeting, it ought to 
he worth the while of the lovers of good racing 
to send their horses to both meetings. [In our 
report of the last meeting of the Jockey Club 
Committee, in speaking of Cavenagh’s tender, 
we should have said "whose tender bein° in- 
|/ormaf was not considered.”] 

It would appear from one of the returns 
attached to the Hon. E, Richardson’s Public 
Works Statement, that whenever the Govern- 
ment conditions have been fully complied with, 
it is intended to grant the loans of one, two, and 
Sve thousand pounds respectively, to the Golden 
Point, Beaumont and Tuaoeka, and Garrick 
Range Water Companies. These sums are set 
dswn in the return as Liabilities for Water 
Races on Gold-fields. 

The attention of the Town Council, or 
of the Athensum Committee, (whichever body is 
responsible,) is respectfully drawn to the fact 
that there are only three chairs in the Town-hall 
fit to be used for the purpose of being "sat 
upon." 

The election in the Wakatip district 
last week resulted in the return of Mr Vincent 
Pyke by a majority of thirty-five. The num- 
bers polled by the four candidates stood thus : 
—Pyke, 227 ; Manders, 19-2; Imres, 174 ; Bar- 
ton, 104. The news of Mi-Pyke’s return will be 
received throughout this district with consider- 
able satisfaction, if the opinion of the majority 
in the town of Cromwell is any index to that of 
the district. One thing is pretty certain, at any 
rate, that any action taken by Mr Pyke in his 
seat as M. H. R. can hardly but be friendly to 
the interests of our district. 

By reference to the Gazette of August 
14, wc notice that Messrs Busch, Cunninghame, 
Herbert, and Pratt, (the Mavors of Naseby, 
Milton, Lawrence, and West Hawksbury,) have 
all been appointed Justices of the Peace. A 
Gazette of another date contains notice of the 
appointment of Messrs Beresford, Naylor, and 
Wait, (the Mayors of Alexandra, Clyde, and 
Oamaru. ) 

The Tua.pelca Times says that Mr E. 
H. Carew, who has acted os Warden of the Tua- 
peka district since the resignation of Mr Pyke, 
has been permanently appointed Warden of the 
district. 

At the meeting of the Waste Lands 
Board on Thursday last was considered the ap- 
plication of Mr James M’Arthur to exchange 
his agricultural leases of sections 80, 81, and 82, 
block 2, Leaning Rock district. This application 
had been heard before a board of inquiry at 
Clyde, which board recommended its refusal. 
The decision of the District Board was con- 
firmed. 

The Daily Times states that Mr George 
Langley, of Tnkomairiro, died on Thursday, 
21st inst., of apoplexy, at half-past three. Mr 
Langley had been complaining of ill-health for 
two or three days previously, but nothing serious 
was anticipated. The deceased arrived in the 
Province about eleven years ago, when he was 
employed as driver on Messrs Cobh and Go’s line 
of coaches. A more careful and steady ‘ 1 whip,” 
it is acknowledged on all sides, was not then to 
be had. Mr Langley afterwards took a hotel, in 
which line of business he was engaged till the 
time of his decease. In Tnkomairiro, he was 
principally known in connection with the White 
Horse Hotel. 

A Cliristclmch baker informs the public 
that on a certain day every week one pound’s 
worth of silver in florins will be distributed in 
his 41b loaves for sale on that day. He has evi- 
dently taken a hint from Madame Cora. 

Efforts are being made to secure a visit 
to Dunedin of Miss Arabella Goddard, the cele- 
brated pianiste, who has been so enthusiastically 
'received in Melbourne and Sydney. 



Mr Vogel has announced in the House 
that the Government will for this session with- 
draw the Electoral Bill, and next session bring 
in another, abolishing tho miner’s ri;'ht qualifica- 
tion, and substituting manhood suffrage, with 
registration and education qualification. 

Tlio Wellington correspondent of the 
Dunedin Guardian says ; — “ Our worthy Gover- 
nor Sir James Fergusson must either have a 
keen sense of the ridiculous, which he cannot 
help exercising at the expense of our llepreseu- 
tatives. or else he must be actuated by a most 
laudable desire to keep his evening parties select, 
inasmuch as his last invitations to a gathering at 
Government House held out the most attractive 
inducement 1 to meet the members of the Assem- 
bly. 1 Only fancy getting one’s self up in a 
white choker an ^ irreproachable blacks to meet 
a Mervyn or a T. L. Shepherd ! To be sure, in 
an obscure corner of t.he ‘ticket* there waa a 
modest little insinuation of ‘ music, 1 but whether 
it was to hear a M ‘Gillivray chant an extempore 
psalm, or to witness ‘J. White 1 in the last 
comic song out. was left to the imagination of 
the invited. The idea was a brilliant one, no 
matter from whom it emanated, and has given 
rise to a considerable amount of chaff and fun.’* 

A robbery whs committed in St. Paul's 
Presbyterian Church, Christchurch, the other 
evening. During the service, and after the col- 
lection had been made, some one got into the 
vestry, and emptied the collecting plates, con- 
taining something over f 2. 

The Tuapeka Times says the Lawrence 
Town Council have accepted the offer submitted 
to them on Monday evening by Mr Jnnas Har- 
rop, for £2000 debentures bearing interest at 6 
per cent., for the erection of a Town -hall. This 
is an example which might be profitably remem- 
bered by the Cromwell Council when discussing 
the permanent water supply question. 

It is rumoured in Wellington that Mr 
Vo^el goes Home after this session to negotiate a 
further loan. 

The body of Mr James Ritchie, a young 
squatter, was found on the Waipnri Ranges one 
morning recently. It is reported that his horse 
and dog were also near him on the ranges. No 
marks of violence were found on the body. An 
l inquest was to be held in the afternoon. 

The Wellington correspondent of the 
Guardian says : — “ Again has there been another 
fi»ht over the Licensing alias the Permissive 
Bill, and again has Mr Fox triumphed, as in 
Committee there was made a most determined 
attack, with a view to burk it for at least this 
session, but this was defeated by .38 to 13, and 
teetotalism is rampant with joy. On the motion 
for adjourning during the debate for the usual 
“ ten minutes for refreshments. ” Taiaroa caused 
some amusement by stating that he objected to 
memh rs going out to imbibe u whiskey hot’' 
and then coming back to vote for teetotalism. 
Mr Fox tries to tell the story another way, but 
this, I think, is the best version of the two.” 

Bishop Moran has evoked a keen criti- 
cism throughout the Province of Auckland in 
consequence of bis denunciations of secret 
societies and secular education at the Thames. 
He said there were only two Churches— the 
Catholic Church and Satan’s Church, and the 
latter was formed of secret societies. 

In the House of Representatives the 
other day, Mr Macandrew gave notice that he 
would move the House into Committee in order 
to place a sum on the supplementary estimates 
of £1,500 for establishingcommunication between 
the East and West Coasts of the Middle Island. 

A Rill to enable the Superintendent of 
Otago to construct a branch line of railway from 
the Southern Trunk Railway to the Green 
Island Coalfield, has been read a first time in the 
Assembly. 

A late Wellington telegiam says : — Mr 
O’Xeill moved a reduction of the gold duty by 6d. 
peroz. — Mr Voget said he was sorry he had to 
oppose the motion. A Mint was to be estab- 
lished for the purpose of continuation against the 
Bank (sic). The reduction might benefit Auck- 
land, but not Otago nr Westland. He was sorry 
the reduction was made last year. The gold 
duty was not a tax on miners. The gold-fields 
members should he glad that others opposed the 
reduction.-— Mr O’Connor supported the motion, 
and quoted largely from statistics to show that 
the miners in New Zealand were worse off than 
those in Victoria. He showed that the yield of 
gold was reducing, and the number of miners 
falling off. — Mr J. L. Gillies supported the mo- 
tion. — Mr T. White argued against the duty aa 
being a special tax, n.tirt urged the absurdity of 
levying a special tax on an industry already 
heavily burdene l. — Major Atkinson opposed the 
motion, and said the question was one of royalty, 
and not of special taxation. — M r Fox supported 
the motion, and sail that there was an under- 
s^ndinglast year that the reduction should be 
gradual each year.— Mr Sheehan opposed the 
motion, and snid the Assembly had no right to 
remove the revenue of the provinces. — Mr Buck- 
land said that unless the tax were continued, 
the Auckland province would become insolvent. 
The debate was interrupted by the arrival of the 
dinner hour. 



QUARTZ MINING MEMORANDA. 

» 

CARRICK RANGE. 

The -weather lately has been very fine, and 
consequently several of the quartz mining 
companies have resumed operations on a 
more energetic scale than can be done during 
the severity of the winter season. 

The John Bull company have 120 tons of 
stone at grass, and expect shortly to be in a 
position to begin crushing. Five men are at 
present employed ; one being engaged driv- 
ing from the present tunnel to cut the reef 
in another place, while the others are busy 
getting stone from the present face. The 
machine near this company’s claim (Mr T, 
Logan’s) is at present shut up, but if the 
prospects of the John Bull continue as fa- 
vourable us they have hitherto been, and 
arrangements can also be made with the 
Young Australian or other companies to sup- 
ply a sufficient quantity of stone, crushing 
oporit.oco will again be commenced. The 



Young Australian company have again started 
operations, and we are informed witli fair 
prospects. 

The Star oF the East company are reported 
to have struck good gold in the shaft sunk 
from their present main level, at the depth 
of fifty feet, tn sinking this shaft last year, 
a clay slide was found to come across the 
reef and apparently cut everything off ; but 
lately this slide was cut through, and the 
reef, with as good prospects as before, found. 
The contract for driving the new lower level 
is still being pushed forward vigorously. 

The Heart of Oak company are busy pros- 
pecting in one portion of their workings. 
They are also bringing out part of the old 
reef in the meantime, and will soon have a 
crushing. 

The Elizabeth company are still pushing 
forward their workings. They have also let 
a contract to open a second vein of quartz 
which has not yet been developed. At the 
meeting of this company held last week, it 
was stated that over £4000 had been ex- 
pended by the company during the year 
1872, and that for the past five months in 
1873 the amount expended had reached the 
su m of £1900. This latter fact shows 
how much the district is dependent even 
upon one company. About fourteen men 
are at present in the employ of the company. 

Caledonian claim (Mr Stephenson's). — Wo 
are informed that Mr Stephenson has 200 
[tons ready for crushing, and the Royal Stan- 
dard machine will commence upon this lot 
early next week. The shaft sunk from the 
present lower level in this claim upon the 
reef has struck water at the depth of 80 feet. 
The stone at that depth is described as being 
very similar to that got in the Cromwell 
Company’s ground at Bendigo, and shows 
every indication of being the permanent for- 
mation. The shaft is sunk about 400 feet 
from the mouth of the tunnel. Mr Stephen- 
son intends, however, we understand, to 
continue sinking another shaft, which is 
situate about 100 feet nearer to the entrance 
to the tunnel, and is at present down about 
50 feet. This second shaft is also upon the 
reef, and if sunk to the depth of 150 feet 
from the present lower level cannot but be a 
convincing prouf of the permanency of the 
claim. 

The Colleen Bawn has not yet recommenced 
operations. 

BENDIGO. 

The Aurora company are still working on 
the opposite side of the gully from the origi- 
nal workings ; and the reports concerning the 
prospects obtained are very encouraging, 

The Lucknow company have driven their 
tunnel about 290 feet from the entrance. 
The rock continues of the same hard, un- 
yielding nature as it has hitherto been, and 
the progress of the work is consequently 
slow. The working manager is of opinion 
that the reef must be met with within the 
next fifty feet. In consequence of the driv- 
ing operations, the water in the original shaft 
and workings ha3 sunk about sixteen feet. 
The mill is in excellent working order, and 
ready to start at a day’s notice, when the 
company are fortunate enough to strike the 
reef. 

The Cromwell company had a cleaning-up 
yesterday from a crushing of about 100 tuns. 
The result was expected to be pretty good, 
but it turned out even better than expected, 
being 000 ounces. This result gives a rough 
average of 0 ounces to the ton. The company 
have plenty of the same kind of stone to 
crush. The only drawback they have to 
suffer is the intermittent nature of the water 
supply. If, as was reported last week, it 
turns out to be correct that an extensive de- 
posit of coal exists in the Lindis valley, this 
drawback will not long be endured. The 
company would be rewarded if they would 
assist in the development of the coal de- 
posit. 

[Arrangements have beer, made with the 
managers of the various quartz mining com- 
panies in the district, to obtain correct infor- 
mation as to the exact progress of the works 
in their claims, the returns of gold, flic. &o., 
from week to week.

CARRICK WATER COMPANY. 

An adjourned meeting of shareholders in 
the Garrick Range Water Supply Company 
was held in the Town-hall yesterday evening. 
The business was chiefly to consider the Audi- 
tors’ Report. One of the Auditors was in 
attendance. After considerable discussion, 
it was agreed to allow the matter to stand 
over till Monday, 1st proximo, — the auditors, 
Mr Smythies, and Mr MucKellar in the 
meantime to examine and report upon the 
accounts. It was then resolved, on the mo- 
tion of Mr Hazlett, seconded by Mr Marsh, 
to appoint Mr James Taylor, (the present 
Chairman of Directors,) an inspecting Direc- 
tor, having general supervision of all the 
works of the Company, and having power, in 
conjunction with the working manager, of 
letting portions of the race by tender or piece- 
work, without previously calling meetings of 
the Directors for that purpose, a limit being 
put to the amount which they should so let ; 
and having definite instructions to report 
upon the progress of the works to each 
monthly meeting of Directors. Several other 
matters were considered, and expressions of 
opinion made by the shareholders for the 
guidance of the Directors at their monthly 
meetings The shareholders appeared to he 
quite satisfied that no further delay would be 
met with in negotiating the loan from tha 
Government. 
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MUNICIPAL COUNCIL. 



A special meeting of the Town Council was 
held in the Town-hall on Friday evening. 
The meeting took place pn nctually at 8 o’clock. 
There were present, — the Mayor, Mr Fraer, 
and Crs. Dawkins, Grant, Wright, Sh&nly, 
Hayes, and Pierce. 

The report of the Public Works Committee, 
•of which the following is a copy, was read : — 

.'REPORT NO. 1 OF THE PUBLIC WORKS COMMITTEE. 

Tim Public Works Committee, in presenting 
their first report to the Council, have the honour 
to recommend that immediate consideration he 
given to the following important matters ; — 

1. That a permanent water supply for the 
town be initiated at as early a date as possible, 
as the present supply is quite inadequate for the 
requirements of Cromwell. 

is. That the present town race and reservoir 
he cleaned out, and afterwards kept in proper 
order by the person employed for that purpose. 

3. That the town water should be conveyed to 
the reservoir from a point 160 yards distant in 
close wooden boxes of a reasonable size. This is 
a matter which should be done at once, as this 
part of tlia race is in a very unsatisfactory condi- 
tion at present. 

4. That a dividing-box should be placed in 
the race where it crosses Inniscort-streot, oppo- 
site Mr Ritchie’s, and that the water in one 
division of the box be conveyed in a covored 
shoot to the culvert at the intersection of Mur- 
ray -street, and in the other across Inniscort-st. 
to where it enters Mr Matthews’ section. 

5. That the permanent levels be taken at once 
by some competent person ; as it is highly desir- 
able that such should be done to enable the 
Council to carry on necessary public works, and 
also to facilitate building on private property by 
furnishing the owners thereof with some data to 
go upon, 

6. That Innis, luniscnrt, and Sligo streets be 
formed so as to admit of ordinary traffic into the 
interior of the town. 

7. That it is highly necessary that the forma- 
tion and extension of Melmore-street at the west 
cud should be proceeded with without delay. 

8. The letter of Mr R. Inglis in re gravelling 
footpaths has been considered, and the Commit- 
tee recommends that Mr Inglis be offered one 
shilling per yard to complete the work to the 
satisfaction of this Committee. 

M. Fraer, Mayor, 
Chairman Public Works Committee. 

The report was adopted. 

It was then resolved, on the motion of Cr. 
Shanly, seconded by Cr. Wright, to adopt 
the recommendation of the Public Works 
Committee, tit re Mr Inglis’ offer ; and 

On the motion of Cr. Hayes, seconded by 
Cr. Shanly, to invite tenders for making and 
laying 160 yards of boxes for the conveyance 
of water to the town reservoir. 

It was also resolved that no person be al- 
lowed to remove the surface soil off any of 
the streets without the permission of the 
Council : and tfiat the Town Clerk be in- 
ntructed to request Mr Goodgcr to alter the 
•direction of the town race, as agreed upon 
when the fence round his property was being 
erected. 

The Town Clerk was further instructed to 
see that Mr Wright attended to the cleaning 
out of the town reservoir. 

Cr. Grant then called attention to the fact 
that although it would be the duty of the 
Public Works Committee to generally super- 
intend the works being carried on, and to 
report generally u pon wli at was most required, 
it would be impossible for them to draw up 
plans and specifications, and daily inspect the 
progress of these works. It could not be ex- 
pected of them to do that ; and he thought 
it highly desirable that some qualified person 
should be appointed for that purpose, who 
would himself be under the direction of the 
Public Works Committee. 

Crs. Wright, Dawkins, and Shanly agreed 
■on the whole with the suggestion made by 
Cr. Grant. Cr. Dawkins said that the most 
of the trouble would, if the Public Works 
Committee were appointed to do the whole of 
the business in connection with the carrying 
out of works, fall upon the shoulders of one 
member of it. Cr. Shanly thought it very 
likely that if any thing were done wrong, or 
neglected, it would happen when probably 
the members of the Public Works Committee 
were miles away on their own business, and 
consequently they would have no one upon 
whom to fix any responsibility. 

Cr. Pierce objected to the appointment of 
an Inspector of Works. It was the duty of 
the Public Works Committee to superintend 
the execution of public works ; and he cer- 
tainly would like to see them at least try to 
do their duty before asking the assistance of 
a paid inspector. 

The Mayor also thought these kind of pre- 
liminary works should be taken in hand by 
the Public Works Committee. By and bye, 
when the scheme for water supply came on, 
no doubt an engineer would have to be ap- 
pointed ; but with these comparatively trifling 
works, the supervision of the Public Works 
Committee would be sufficient. 

• After some further discussion, however, it 
was resolved, on the motion of Cr. Grant, 
seconded by Cr. Hayes, that “the Town 
Clerk (Mr Colclough) be appointed Inspector 
of Works, and to prepare plans and specifica- 
tions, and to act generally under the direction 
of the Public Works Committee.” The re- 
muneration of such office to be 10 per cent, 
upon the value of works completed ; special 
works to be exempted from this resolution 
on the order of the Council. 

PERMANENT LEVELS. 

TIib Mayor intimated that the District 
Surveyor had offered his services in prepar- 
ing plan of the permanent levels at the rate 
of two guineas per day. It was resotved to 
obtain, if possible, the assistance of the Dis- 
trict Engineer in the matter. 

CORPORATION ACCOUNTS. 

Several accounts were laid upon the table, 
and ordered for reference to Finance Com- 



mittee. Petty cash for Town Clerk was 
aseed, £3. An account from Mr H. W. 
mythies, late Town Clerk, was then consi- 
dered. The following is an abbreviated copy 
of it : —

A letter was also read from Mr Smythies 
in connection with this account. The letter 
proceeded to show that by the terms of his 
appointment he was entitled to charge 10 per 
cent, ‘‘upon all monies collected” by him, 
and therefore he had charged 10 per cent; on 
the £260 (the only item at all disputed) col- 
lected for Licenses, That account had been 
laid before the previous Council, and passed 
by them. The letter concludes by saying, 
“ Surely, gentlemen, you must come to the 
conclusion that I am legally, equitably, and 
morally entitled "to the amount.” The letter 
enclosed a cheque for £24 4s. 4d. , the balance 
due from Mr Smythies to the Corporation. 

The Mayor said he trusted the Council 
would accept the account, and the accom- 
panying cheque, as a settlement of the late 
difficulty in the accounts. He went on to 
explain how the Council itself had been to 
blame in not more definitely fixing the salary 
which should be paid to the Town Clerk. 

It was then resolved, on the motion of Cr. 
Grant, seconded by Cr. Shanly, that the ac- 
count be passed, and the Auditors be re- 
quested to send in books audited at next 
meeting.

DUNEDIN NOTES.

Bv O.P.Q. 

Otago will soon he well stocked with bar- 
risters and solicitors, even if she has not 
quite a sufficient number already, taking 
that of the past year as the average increase 
for the future. Within the past month three 
more young gentlemen from the Dunedin 
lawyers’ offices have thrown off the yoke of 
articled-clerkship, and assumed the title of 
“ barrister and solicitor,” no doubt much to 
the gratification of themselves and their 
friends ; and I understand that there are 
nearly forty more eiubryotic barristers still 
in the various law offices in town, who will 
doubtless from time to time emerge from 
their present probationary position, and en- 
rol themselves among the already well-filled 
ranks of the “Devil's Own.” Where they 
are all to find employment is a puzzle to 
more people than myself. There are nmv, 
I think, fourteen lawyers’ offices in Dunedin, 
representing a total of twenty-four members 
of the profession — a very creditable number 
for a city of its size ; while every township 
of any size throughout the Province has one 
or two legal gentlemen to attend to its wants, 
and pocket the guineas of its townsfolk. It 
is certainly time that parents and guardians 
desisted from crowding their boys into these 
“genteel” employments with such glaring 
facts staring them in the face. What is to 
become of all these lads, as they one by one 
serve their articles and emerge from the em- 
bryotic stage into that of the full-grown bar- 
rister and solicitor 1 It is utterly out of 
reason to suppose that Otago, litigiously in- 
clined as its inhabitants undoubtedly are, can 
absorb all of them, it is as little likely that 
the firms with whom they have been under 
articles, can retain their services at salaries 
adequate to their new and important posi- 
tion, even were a course of journeyman 
lawyership practicable ; while their chances 
of success in other Provinces — with their 
youth, inexperience, and want of connection 
militating against them — would be extremely 
small. There is only one redeeming feature 
in the case, and that is, that the general 
public may perhaps eventually benefit by the 
severe competition. It has had the effect of 
reducing the price of all other things which 
minister to human wants, and why should it 
not in a similar manner affect a lawyer’s 
“opinion J" The conventional six -and-eiglit- 
pence has had a long and uninterrupted 
sway, and it is really high time it was re- 
duced. Let us devoutly hope that the ple- 
thora of barristers and solicitors in Otago, may 
prove instrumental in bringing about a sub- 
stantial reduction in that direction, and in 
the various other dreadful extortions which a 
lawyer’s bill discloses. If so, some good will 
have been effected by means of what at pre- 
sent seems rather a serious question in 
genteel circles. 

The Masonic Hall dispute still remains 
unsettled. The motion for an injunction to 
restrain the agents of the mortgagee from 
further proceedings in connection with the 
sale of the mortgaged premises, came on for 
hearing at the Supreme Court on Wednes- 
day, but at the request of the defendant's 
solicitor, consideration of the case was post- 
poned for ft fortnight. Meanwhile tlio 



Masonic Hall Company, who, your readers 
will doubtless romomber, only regained pos- 
session of the Hall after a hard struggle with 
Mr Hudson's men, still keep their man in 
charge of the building, pending the result of 
the case which they have carried to the 
Supreme Court. 

We were unpleasantly reminded on Wed- 
nesday morning of the damages which tra- 
vellers by rail are liable to. The 11.30 train 
from the Port, when nearing the Dunedin 
station, ran off’ the line on to a siding UBed 
as a standing place for Bpare carriages. The 
engine rail into and smashed a carriage which 
was on the siding, and also sustained some 
damage itself. The accident occurred through 
some carelessness in connection with the 
shifting of the pointB at the junction of the 
siding with the main line of rails. Beyond 
the injuries to the engine and carriage, and 
the fright which the passengers received, no 
further damage was occasioned. 

The journeyman boot and shoemakers have 
issued a notice threatening to cease work if 
certain demands which they have made re- 
garding an increase of wages are not acceded 
to by the employers. They continue to 
work during the present week ; after which 
the strike is to commence, failing compliance 
with their demands. Trade is very brisk 
with the manufacturers of boot and shoes, 
and the absorption of a large number of 
workmen by Messrs Sargood, Son, and Ewen, 
who have recently gone very extensively into 
this branch of business, has made hands 
scarce. 

The first general meeting of shareholders 
in the Guardian Printing Company (Limited) 
was held in the Athenceum Hail yesterday. 
There was a large attendance, among those 
present being a number of our most influen- 
tial citizens. The report of the provisional 
directors was read and adopted. It congra- 
tulated the shareholders on the success which 
had attended the efforts of the directors since 
the Guardian was started, and was confident 
in its tone as to the future success of the 
paper. After the election of a permanent 
board of directors, the meeting was ad- 
journed. 



BANNOCKBURN.

August 25, 1873. 

To all appearances, we out here are nowa- 
days becoming quite a sporting community ; 
scarcely a week passes without some amuse- 
ment or other. Last week we were treated 
to something quite grand at Quartzville by 
way of finishing it up. On Saturday after- 
noon, the sport began with a quoit match, 
for which there were numerous entries. 
Eventually the match became limited to two 
competitors, Messrs Storey and Rintoul, of 
whom, after playing off, the former was de- 
clared the winner. The quoits being con- 
cluded, several matches at pigeon shooting 
took place, the principal of which were won 
by Mr R. Reid. The shooting was very far 
from being good in any case, and the general 
impression was that the owner ot the pigeons 
would come off the luckiest man. The after- 
noon’s performances concluded with two foot- 
races, of 100 and 400 yards respectively. I 
did not, however, stop to see these run, so 
I cannot give any information as to the 
names of the winners. To conclude the day’s 
proceedings, a handicap billiard match took 
place at Mr Peake’s Carrick Range Hotel in 
the evening. There were no less than twenty 
entries, but owing to the lateness of the hour 
of starting, it was found impossible to decide 
the match that evening. It was therefore 
resolved to postpone its conclusion until 
next Saturday night. 

It is really pitiful to see the number of 
lambs that have died iu this neighbourhood 
during the last two or three weeks.
